GRIM GERMAN VENGEANCE. 


Warship Falka Destroyed a Vlllaee 


Where Murderers Were Secreted. 
Victoria, B. C., Nov. 16.—The German 


warship Falka, which was dispatched 
from Australia on receipt of the news 
there of the murder of the trader Von 
Hagen, returned recently from Ger- 
many, New 
Guinea, having grimly

How UIP Term fame to Ke Applied to 


Soim-rs of rticoinmoii Kiuhes. 


El Dorado is the term now heard ou 


every side iu connection with the 
placer mines of Alaska and the north- 
Avest territory of Canada. Its deri- 
vation is of interest. In the fifteenth 
century it was rumored that there ex- 
isted in the northern part of South 
America a city of great wealth called 
Manoa, whose king. El Dorado by- 
name, was periodically smeared with 
oil or balsam and Avas then powdered 
Avith gold dust, until his Avhole body 
had a gilded appearance. It was said 
that on these occasions he threAv gold, 
emeralds, and other precious metals 
:md £.-ems into a sacred lake, in which 
he afterward bathed. 


Beginning in 1532 the .Spaniards 


sent many large expeditions to-search 
for this phantom city, and most of 
them ended disastrously, hundreds of 
lives being lost. 
One explorer. Orel- 


lano, averred that he found El Dorado 
in his voyage down the Amazon iu 
1540. 
This was disproved, but the 


search Avas continued down to the 
eighteenth century. 
Some of the re- 


sults were the conquest and settlement 
of XCAV Granada, the making known 
to the world of the mountain region of 
Venezuela, the discovery of the noble 
rivers, the Orinoco and the Amazon, 
and the exploration of the vast forests 
west of the Andes. 
About the end of 


the sixteenth century an English ex- 
pedition either sent out by or under 
the personal leadership of Ealeigli 
penetrated into Guiana, thereby ob- 
taining a cla in on that country which 
has resulted in the acquirement of the 
modern British colony of that name. 


It has been supposed that the origin 


of this fable arose from the yearly cel- 
ebration of a tribe of Indians"near 
Bogota, whose chief on these occa- 
sions was gilded with gold dust. But 
this ceremony Avas never Avitnessed bv 
the Spaniards, and the story may sim- 
ply be another version of the El Do- 
rado myth. 


The name El Dorado was commonly 


used to describe the city or country 
which was the object of the search, 
but a later usage of the term has been 
its figurathe application with regard 
to any region of more than common 
richness. El Dorado county in 'Cali- 
fornia, was the scene of the famous 
gold finds of '49, and since then the

I have previously heard of 
hands, among them children's, being 
brought to tlie stations, but I was not 
satisfied of the truth of tlie former in- 
formation as of the reports received 
just now by Mr. Harvey from Clarke.

THE EL DORADO MYTH. 


H o w Uie T e rm C«mo to Alt* A p p lied to 
SoiirooK o f r n c o m m o i t Itirlies. 


El Dorado is the term now heard on 
every side in connection with the 
placer mines of Alaska and the nortli- 
west territory of Canada. 
Its deri­ 
vation is of interest. 
In the fifteenth 
century it was rumored that there ex­ 
isted in the northern part of South 
America a city of great wealth called 
Manoa, whose king, El Dorado by 
name, was periodically smeared with 
oil or balsam and was then powdered 
w'ith gold dust, until his whole body 
had a gilded appearance. 
It was said 
that on these occasions he threw' gold, 
emeralds, and other precious metals 
and gems into a sacred lake, in which 
he afterward bathed. 


Beginning in 1532 the Spaniards 
sent many large expeditions to* search 
for this phantom city, and most of 
them ended disastrously, lmiulreds of 
lives being lost. 
One explorer, Orel- 
lano, averred that he found El Dorado 
in his voyage down the Amazon iu 
1540. 
This wras disproved, but the 
search was continued down to the 
eighteenth century. 
Some of the re­ 
sults were the conquest and settlement 
of Newf Granada, the making known 
to the world of the mountain region of 
Venezuela, the discovery of the noble 
rivers, the Orinoco and the Amivzon, 
and the exploration of the vast forests 
west of the Andes. 
About the end of 
the sixteenth century an English ex­ 
pedition either sent out by or under 
the personal leadership of Baleigh 
penetrated into Guiana, thereby ob­ 
taining a d a m on that country which 
has resulted in the acquirement of the 
modern British colony of that name. 


It has been supposed that the origin 
of this fable arose from the yearly cel­ 
ebration of a tribe of Indians near 
Bogota, whose chief on these occa­ 
sions w’as gilded with gold dust. 
But 
this ceremony was never witnessed by 
the Spaniards, and the story may sim­ 
ply be another version of the El Do­ 
rado myth. 


The name El Dorado was commonly 
used to describe the city or country 
which was the object of the search, 
but a later usage of the term has been 
its figurative application with regard 
to any region of more than common 
richness. 
El Dorado county in ‘Cali­ 
fornia, was the scene of the famous 
gold finds of ’49, and since then the 
expression has been used to describe 
many gold camps.—Pittsburg Com­ 
mercial Gazette. 
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A final paper made up from the jour­ 
nals of the late E. «T. Glave, who died 
after crossing Africa a couple of years 
a g o , appears in the Century, under 
the title of “ Cruelty iu the Congo 
Free State.” 
Mr. Glave says: 


Mr. Harvey heard from Clarke, who 
is at Lake Matumba, that the state 
soldiers have been in the vicinity of his 
station recently, fighting and taking 
prisoners; and he himself has seen 
several men with bunches of hands 
signifying their individual kill. These, 
I presume, they must produce to prove 
their success!

Much of this sort of thing is going on 
at the Equator station.

tor without soldiers, I never had any 
aifilculty in getting wdiat men I need­ 
ed, nor did any other station in the 
old humane days.

AN "L" ROAD JO 
THE KLONDIKE. 


Will Kim Krmu I In- Aluokus Count Into 


III.- Nt-tv «j,,hl J-1«M». 


Many schemes for rapid tftiusit from 


tin' coast to the Klondike are coming 
to the surface in the commotion over 
the Alaska goldlimls. 
Balloons,cable 


railways through the pass and other 
methods of transportation have beeu 
proposed. 


The lutest addition to the list is au 


elevated railway, with electricity for 
Hie motive power. 
Jt is the invention 


of Mr. 11. 31. l''ryer, who started his 
•project for use in Honduras, but since 
the discovery of gold in the Klondike 
region he has sought to interest capi- 
talists in the construction of a railroad, 
on the cantilever principle, from the 
Alaskan coast to the interior. 


Notwithstanding the difficult 
topo- 


graphical features of the coast in the 
vicinity of Junenu and the great ob- 
stacles to be surmounted in order to 
establish quick and safe coramunicii- 
tion bet\\ een the head-waters of the 
i'nkon and the port of Dyea, it is 
claimed that experts who have exam- 
ined the Fryer designs assert that it 
will be possible with his system to 
build a road over the Chilcoot Pass and 
to accomplish this within 80 days after 
the material is landed on the coast. 


The method of construction is said 


to be simple. Poles, such as are used 
for stringing telegraph wires,are placed 
in pairs, ^v ith their tops brought togeth- 
er and with their bases resting on the 
earth or rock fifty feet apart. Through 
the tups of these poles rods of varying 
lengths are run to and coueected with 
the ties which support the rails, the 
rails themselves being outside the sup- 
porting or cantilever rods and the 
truck1* or the vehicles to be trans- 
ported being swung below the tracks. 
A third rail under the ties running 
through the middle furnishes the elec- 
tric current, which is transmitted to 
the motors by motors also covered by 
3Ir. Fryer's patents. 


The cost of construction of this kind 


of railroad, even in a country as rough 
us that of the coast range in Alaska, it 
is claimed,will not be more than .$10.- 
000 or 312,000 a mile, and in view of 
the fact that all of the material is com- 
mercial iron, which can be purchased 
in any country, there Avill be no delay 
in securing all the parts necessary to 
build the road as fast a'-< it can be 
transported. 


By using the cable system for the 


Mi«peiiMon of the track spans fully a 
mile can be covered at one time,while 
trestle and bridge building over small 
stream1- will not be required. 
It is 


also chimed that through the pueu- 
uiatic juessnre in producing the con- 
nection het.veen the motor and the 
feed rail almost xinlimited speed i-nii 
be obtained, and grades as steep as 4=."* 
per cent, are easily surmountable. The 
-surface of the road being' in the air 
will never be blockaded by snowdrifts. 


3Ir. Fryer will be remembered as 


having had an office iu this city at one 
time and as the moving spirit iu it 
scheme launched at Alexandria. Ya., 
several years ago,which was to revo- 
lutionise ocean travel. The Arrow 
steamship was built upon the lines of 
the inventor. Mi. Fryer, but her per- 
formances did not come up to the 
claims of tin; prospectus. It is claimed 
by Mr. Fryer, however, that better 
luck will attend his efforts in his in- 
vention this time.—Washington Star.

No. 1—Boil a half-bushel of toma- 


toes; strain through sieve: boil the 
pulp for one hour, skimming it well, 
then add four pints of pood cider 
vinegar, four cups white sugar, three 
tablespooufuls of salt. om> of black 
pepper, one of ground clo\es. two of 
cinnamon, one teaspoonful of red pep- 
per. Put all the spices in a thin 
cloth; boil down to the half: add cel- 
ery seed, with salt. 


No. "2—One basket of skimmed to- 


matoes, one quart rof cider vinegar, 
one pound fine salt, half-pound ground 
yellow mustard, two ounces ground 
black pepper, half-ounce cayeune pep- 
per, two pounds brown sugar, twenty 
cloves of garlic, cut fine; ^ix good 
onions, one-quarter pound whole all- 
spice, one ounce whole cloves, one 
handful of green peach leaves (clean]; 
boil three hours; strain, and boil two 
or three hours longer.

:•} —One gallon tomatoes, one 


pound sugar, one quart vinegar, one 
teaspoonful cayenne pepper, four tea- 
spoonfuls cloves, four teaspoonfuls 
salt, four teaspoonfuls of ground mus- 
tard; boil down one-quarter, then add 
four teaspoonfuls cinnamon: bottle and 
seal.

William Bnche, who died the othei 


day in Bristol, Penn.. was the great 
grandson of Benjamin Franklin.

curred. 
The laborers were protected 
as well as possible by nets spread to 
oatch them if they fell, and one day 
the efficiency of the safeguard was 
tested practically by a foolhardy young 
woman, who deliberately jumped into 
one of them. 
Nobody has ever com­ 
mitted suicide by jumping from the 
monument, possibly because careful 
watch is kept to prevent such occur­ 
rence.—Pittsburg Despatch.

Many schemes for rapid transit from 
j the coast to the Klondike are coming 
| to the surface in the commotion over 
the Alaska gold finds. 
Balloons,cable 
; railways through the pass and other 
I methods of transportation have been 
i proposed. 


The latest addition to the list is an 


elevated railway, with electricity for 
the motive power. 
I t is the invention 


( of Mr, R. j\l. Frvor, who started his 
i 
• 
project for use in Honduras, but sinco 
the discovery of gold in the Klondike 
region he has sought to interest capi­ 
talists in the construction of a railroad, 


, on the cantilever principle, from the 
Alaskan coast to the interior. 


Notwithstanding the difficult topo­ 
graphical features of the coast in the 
vicinity of Juneau and the great ob­ 
stacles to be surmounted in order to 
establish quick and safe communica­ 
tion between the headwaters of the 
Yukon and the port of l)vea, it is 
, claimed that experts who have exam­ 
ined the Fryer designs assert that it 
will be possible with his system to 
build a road over the Chileoot Pass and 
to accomplish this within HO days after 
the material is landed on the coast. 


The method of construction is said 
to be simple. 
Poles, such as are used 
for stringing telegraph wires,are placed 
in pairs, w itli their tops brought togeth­ 
er and with their bases resting on the 
earth or rock Jiftyfeet apart. Through 
the tops of these poles rods of varying 
lengths are run to and coneeeted with 
the ties which support the rails, the 
rails themselves being outside the sup­ 
porting or cantilever rods and the 
trucks or the vehicles to be trans­ 
ported being swung below the tracks. 
A third rail under the ties running 
through the middle furnishes the elec-* 
trie current, which is transmitted to 
the motors by motors also covered by 
Mr. Fiyer's patents. 


The cost of construction of this kind 
of railroad,even in a country as rough 
as that of the coast range in Alaska, it 
is claimed,will not be more than 810,- 
000 or $12,000 a mile, and in view of 
the fact that all of the material is com­ 
mercial iron, which can be purchased 
in anv country, there will be no delav

No. I —Boil a half-bushel of toma­ 
toes; strain through sieve; boil the 
pulp for one hour, skimming it well, 
then add four pints of good cider 
vinegar, four cups white sugar, three 
tablespoonfuls of salt, one of black 
pepper, one of ground cloves, two of 
cinnamon, one teaspoonful of red pep­ 
per. 
Put all the 
spices in a thin 
cloth; lioil down to the half; add cel­ 
ery seed, with salt. 


No. 2—One basket of skimmed to­ 
matoes, one quart *of cider vinegar, 
one pound fine salt, half-pound ground 
yellow mustard, two ounces Abound t stri'ke iV in on« way or another.” 
black pepper, liall-ounce cayenne pep­ 
per, two pounds brown sugar, twenty 
cloves of garlic, cut fine: six good 
onions, one-quarter pound whole all­ 
spice, one ounce whole cloves, one 
handful of green peach leaves (clean); 
boil three hours; strain, and boil two 
or three hours longer. 


No. 
—One gallon tomatoes, one 
pound sugar, one quart vinegar, one 
teaspoonful cayenne pepper, four tea­ 
spoonfuls cloves, four teaspoonfuls 
salt, four teaspoonfuls of ground mus­ 
tard; boil down one-quarter, then add 
four teaspoon fills cinnamon; bottle and 
seal. 
After the tomatoes have boiled 
a few minutes press them through a, 
•olander, which removes the skins, 
then press them through a wire sieve, 
which removes the* seeds. 
Tie each 
spice separately in a small muslin bag 
and put in the tomatoes when boiling; 
this prevents the sediment of the 
s^jice from getting in the catsup.

When, a potato was wounded, the fever 
manifested itself by an elevation of 
temperature which was greatest at the 
end of -4 hours, when it began slowly 
to decline. An onion similarly treated 
acquired an increase of temperature 
many times greater than «ha: shown 
by the potato, and the fever, instead 
of being confined to the neighborhood 
of the wound, affected the entire 
ouion. In fact, the onion proved to 
be more readily affected in this way 
than any other 
vegetable 
experi- 


mented wilh. The rise of temperature 
is caused by increased absorption of 
oxygen.—Youth's Companion.

COLD DIGGERS’ PROSPECTS.

“ One of the most surprising strokes 
of luck in the Klondike,” said Perry 
W. Maston, a miner who has just re­ 
turned from the Klondike gold fields 
to a Los Angeles correspondent of the 
Now York Sun, “ was that by a young 
man named Lawrence Brooks. 
I 
know him well. He came from a little 
village in Cayuga county, N. Y. 
He 
was a cash boy in a Buffalo dry goods 
house ten years ago, and came West 
as a tramp, riding on freight cars. He 
learned something about mining in the 
gold district in California, and more 
in a spirit of recklessness and adven­ 
ture than anything else llQ joined the 
Yukon mining rush in lftfU. * He had 
a terrible experience with cold and 
hunger for two years, and suffered 
more in that time than many men do 
in a lifetime of hardships. 
He was 
too jjoor to come back to the United 
States, and so he stayed on the Yukon. 
He tried gold mining in fifty different 
spots, and lived on half-raw salmon 
for days at a time. 
He says he was 
about to commit suicide last Septem­ 
ber when he realized that another long 
and dreadful winter was beginning. A 
friend told him to go out to Klondike 
and make one more trial anyhow*, for 
there w ere rumors at Fort Yukon at 
the time that the diggings were good 
on the Klondike. 
He sold his rifle 
for passage on the last boat on the 
river before navigation closed. 
Well, 
in two weeks Brooks had made his 
claim to 500 feet along Bonanza creek, 
and was working in the cold and ice 
to get out the golden nuggets. 
He 
came down on the 
Excelsior last 
month with about $35,000, and he has 
worked but thirty feet of his claim. 
His property 
is 
probably worth 
$250,000.

The days for greenhorns 
at mining to make fortunes are past in 
that region. 
Now’ that it is known 
there is an abundance of gold there, 
the experienced fellows will rush in 
and know best howr to get it out. 
I 
expect there will be great droves of 
men coming back from the Klondike 
next summer and fall discouraged, 
mad and cussing that they were' fcver 
induced to go to Alaska. 
That’s al­ 
ways the way. Why, it seems strange, 
but I know several men who were in 
Fort Yukon last December, and knew' 
about Klondike finds, and finally went 
to the diggings last winter to sec for 
themselves. 
They fooled and talked 
and clerked in a store or worked at 
the sawmill in Dawson City, and are 
still there with only $51000 or $2000 
each, w hile the tenderest kind of ten- 
derfeet about them were picking out 
$1000 a week at the mines for months, 
“ 1 believe there are chances in the 
Klondike region for several thousand 
more claims of more or less value. 
Some of them are very likely even 
i 
i 
richer than any yet worked. 
By the 
time I get back to Dawson City it is 
probable that a large part of these 
will have been taken up. 
About all 
the claims on Bonanza creek were 
taken when I came away, and 1 heard 
of scores of men who saw* several thou­ 
sand dollars* worth of gold in sight 
for taking out a little later. 
One man, 
a Swede, named Mathson, whom I 
used to know in Colorado, showed me 
about §500 in gold dust and nuggets 
that he had taken out in tw*o days be­ 
fore I left Dawson City. 
There are 
some men who will get rich anywhere, 
nud you know* there were multitudes 
of good sensible men who came out of 
the palmy days of gold washing on the 
American and Trinity rivers in Cali­ 
fornia with only the clothes on their 
backs, while millions of dollars were 
dug out all about them. 
Now* the cli­ 
mate and the awful winters in Alaska 
will keep a much larger percentage of 
men from making money there. 
1 ad­ 
vise no one to go to the Klondike 
mines unless he know s w*liat the rig­ 
ors of tho climate are, and exactly 
what he will do when lie gets there. 
I have not. the least doubt that many 
lives will be lost in seeking riches 
there. For one not strong and robust 
and unused to hard labor it is almost 
suicidal to go to Klondike. 
The talk 
about the probability of starvation in 
Dawson City and that region I don’t 
take much stock in. 
Tho Alaska 
Navigation and Trading companies 
have prepared well for such a condi­ 
tion of affairs, and have been putting 
in every hour since last Juno in trail- 
sporting food to the Klondike region. 
Besides, there is an abundance of sal­ 
mon alwiys there, and, at the worst, 
bear meat w*ill keep the Klondikers in 
flesh for some time, although a white 
man forms a dislike for bear meat af­ 
ter three consecutive meals of it. 
But 
all the same, there will be some very 
despondent and melancholy men in 
the Klondike country 
before 
the 
ateamers come down from Yukon next 
spring. 


“ My advice to men who knowr about 
quartz mining, and have had experi­ 
ence as prospectors, so that they know 
j pay rock when they* see it, is to hunt 
for the mother lode that has fed tho 
placers of the Klondike region. 
The 
man who finds that and locates a claim 
will surely have almost solid masses 
of pUre gold. 
King Solomon's mines 
of fiction won't be in it with that lode. 
I know of a company of San Francisco 
and Nevada capitalists who have hired 
a dozen of the best prospectors in the 
Northwest to go up the Yukon next 
spring and spend two years in looking 
for that mother lode. 
Why, if that 
lode is found and can be worked, ib 
will demonetize gold as 
true 
as 
gospel. ”

It appears from some curious ex­ 
periments made by Mr, H. M. Kich- 
ards that when plants are wounded 
their respiration increases, and (it the 
same time their temperature percep­ 
tibly rises, as if a kind of fever had 
been produced by the 
wound. 
A 
thermo-electric apparatus, capable of 
registering a change of one four-hun­ 
dredth of a degree, was employed. 
When a potato was wounded, the fever 
manifested itself by an elevation of 
temperature which wras greatest at the 
end of 24 hours, when it began slowly 
to decline. An onion similarly treated 
acquired an increase of temperature 
many times greater than that shown 
by the potato, and the fever, instead 
of being confined to the neighborhood 
of the wound, affected tho 
entire 1 
onion. 
In fact, the onion proved to 
be more readily affected in this way 
than 
any other 
vegetable 
experi­ 
mented with. The rise of temperature 
is caused by increased absorption of 
oxygen,*—Y'outh’s Companion.

In France, Germany or Rus- 
sia desertion, even in time of peace, la 
wry harshly punished, but In the Uni- 
ted States it is punishable by a term of 
Imprisonment at hard labor.

The desertion* in our army 
number from 3.000 to 1.200 annually, 
and few of the runaways are ever 
caught.

HAEVELOUS BAND OF ATHLETES. 


Washington, Nov. 17.— United States 


Consul Hugh Long, at Nogales, Mexico, 
has furnished the state department 
particulars of the supposed murder of 
a party of Americans headed by Cap- 
tain Porter by the Seris Indians, on 
Tiburon Island, in the Gulf of Califor- 
nia. According to the statement made 
to the Mexican customs officials by 
Martin Mendez, master of the sloop 
Otila, Captain Porter sailed from San 
Diego, Cal., with his companions in a 
small 
boat, to engage in collecting 


shells. They left the port of Guayamas 
on Aug. 9, under special permission 
from the Mexican government, to ex- 
plore the shores and islands of the 
gulf. 


The consul says the Island of Tiburon 


Is one of the largest and most pic- 
turesque in the Gulf of California, and 
is peopled by a most remarkable tribe 
of Indians, who are noted for their 
large size and extraordinary athletics 
on land and water. Those who have 
witnessed their aquatic sports at a 
respectful distance declare that many 
of them can actually walk, or rather 
run, upon the water, with no other as- 
sistance than broad rawhide shoes. 


They are, writes the consul, expert 


fishermen and huntsmen, having rigid 
ideas as to the maintenance of game 
preserves on their island and limiting 
the killing of game under severe penal- 
ties. They destroy all children in in- 
fancy that are malformed or appear to 
be lacking in intelligence. In this way 
the standard of physical and mental 
conditions in both sexes is kept very 
high. It is currently believed that at 
one time the native women were ex- 
terminated to make room for a whiter 
and superior race of women. The 
nucleus of this race of higher women 
: 


was formed from captives made at 
i 


various times, extending over a series ' 
of years, on land and water. 
They I 


have no schools, but each home has a ' 
system of physical training. 
! 


The natives guard their shores day 


and night, and no man is allowed to 
penetrate the island even if he should 
make a landing. It is said that no epi- 
demics have ever prevajled on the isl- 
and, and disease is scarcely known 
among this extraordinary people, so 
that the men and women are magnifi- 
cent in their physical endowment. No 
man or woman is allowed to live be- 
yond the age of 70 years, no matter 
how well preserved in body and mind. 
By careful selection a large percentage 
of the women have a transparent, 
peachy complexion and deep auburn 
hair.

MARVELOUS BAND OP ATHLETES, 


Washington, Nov. 17.—United States 
Consul Hugh Long, at Nogales, Mexico, 
has furnished the state department 
particulars of the supposed murder of 
a party of Americans headed by Cap­ 
tain Porter by the Seris Indians, on 
Tiburon Island, in the Gulf of Califor­ 
nia. According* to the statemont made 
to the Mexican customs officials by 
Martin Mendez, master of the sloop 
Otila, Captain Porter sailed from San 
Diego, Cal., with his companions in a 
email 
boat, to engage in collecting 
shells. They left the port of Guayamas 
on Aug. 9, under special permission 
from the Mexican government, to ex­ 
plore the shores and islands of the 
gulf. 


The consul says the Island of Tiburon 
Is one of the largest and most pic­ 
turesque in the Gulf of California, and 
is peopled by a most remarkable tribe 
of Indians, who are noted for their 
large size and extraordinary athletics 
on land and water. Those who have 
witnessed their aquatic sports at a 
respectful distance declare that many 
of them can actually walk, or rather 
run, upon the water, with no other as­ 
sistance than broad rawhide shoes. 


They are, writes the consul, expert 
fishermen and huntsmen, having rigid 
ideas as to the maintenance of game 
preserves on their island and limiting 
the killing of game under severe penal- ; 
ties. 
They destroy all children in in- ■ 
fancy that are malformed or appear to 
be lacking in intelligence. In this way 
the standard of physical and mental 
conditions in both sexes is kept very 1 
high. 
It is currently believed that at \ 
one time the native women were ex- ’ 
terminated to make room for a whiter 
and superior 
race 
of 
women. 
The 
nucleus of this race of higher women 
w as formed from captives made at 
various times, extending over a series 
of years, on land and water. 
They 
have no schools, but each home has a 
system of physical training. 


The natives guard their shores day 
and night, and no man is allowed to 
penetrate the island even if he should 
make a landing. It is said that no epi­ 
demics have ever prevailed on the isl­ 
and, and disease 
is scarcely known 
am ong this extraordinary people, so 
that the men and women are magnifi­ 
cent in their physical endowment. 
No 
man or woman is allowed to live be­ 
yond the age of 70 years, no matter 
how well preserved In body and mind.

Kl Dorado is the term UOAV heard on 
every side in 
connection Avith the 
placer mines of Alaska and the north- 
Avest territory of Canada. 
Its deri- 
vation is of interest. 
In the fifteenth 
century it Avas rumored that there ex- 
isted iu the Uin-thern part of Houth 
A)nerica a (»ity of great wealth called 
Manoa, Avhose king. 
El Dorado by 
name, Avas j)eriodically smeared with 
oil or balsam and Avas then poAvdered 
with gold dust, until his whole body 
had a gilded appearance. 
It Avas said 
that on these occasions he threAv gold, 
emeralds, and other precious metals 
aud ffems into a sacred lake, in Avhich 
he afterAvard bathed. 


Beginning in 1582 the Spaniards 
sent many large exjieditions to-search 
for this i)hantoni cit.r, aud most of 
them ended disastrously, hundreds of 
liv es being lost. 
One explorer, Orel- 
lano, averred that he found El ])orado 
in his voyage doAvu the Amazon iu 
1540. 
This 
Avas disproved, but tlie 
search Avas continued 
doAvn to 
the 
eighteenth century, 
Some of the re- 
sults Avere the conquest and settlement 
of XeAv Granada, the making knoAvu 
to the Avorld of the mountain region of 
Venezuela, the discovery of the noble 
rivers, the Orinoco and the AmaJi^ou, 
aud the exphu-atiou of the A'ast foi-ests 
Avest of the Ajules. 
About the end of 
the sixteenth century an English ex- 
pedition either sent out by or under 
the personal lea<lership of lialcigh 
])enetrated into (hiiann, llierpl)y olv 
taining a cla m ou that (jountry which 
has resulted in the acquirement of the 
modern J3ritish colony of that name. 


It has been supposed that the origin 
of this fable arose from the yearly cel- 
ebration of a tribe of Indians near 
Bogota, Avhose chief ou these occa- 
sions Avas gilded Avith gold dust. 
But 
this ceremony was never Avitnessed by 
the Spaniards, aud the story may siiu- 
ply be another version of the È1 Do- 
rado myth. 


The name El Dorado was commonly 
used to describe the city or country 
Avhich Avas the object of the search, 
but a later usage of the term has been 
its ligurative application Avith regard 
to any region (»f more than common 
richncss, 
EI Dorado county in 'Cali- 
fornia, Avas tlie scene of the famous 
gold iinds of '49, and since then the 
expression has been used to describe 
many gold camps.—Pittsburg Com- 
mercial Ga/.ette.

The latest addition to the list is an 
elevated raihvay, Avith electricity for 
the motive poAver. 
I t is the invention 
\ of 
iMr, Pv. jM. Fryer, Avht) started hi« 
project for ixse in Honduras, but since 
the discovery of gold in the Kltnidike 
region he has scmght to interest capi- 
talists in the construction of a railroad, 
, on the cantilever princi])le, from the 
Alaskan coast to the interior. 


N<»tAvithstanding the diilicult 
topo- 
graphical features of 
the coast in the 
vicinity of Juneau and the great ob- 
stacles to be surnnmnted in order to 
establish quick and safe 
communica- 
tion between 
tho 
headAvaters of the 
Yukon and the ])ort of 
Dyea, it is 
, claimed that experts Avho luive exam- 
ined the Fryer 
designs assert that it 
will be j)ossible 
Avith his system 
to 
build a road over the Chilcoot Pass and 
to accomplish this Avithin 80 days after 
the material is landed on the coast. 


The method of construction is said 
to be simple. 
Poles, such as are used 
for stringing telegraph Avires,are ])laced 
in pairs, u ith their toj)« brought togeth- 
er and with their bases resting on the 
earth or rock Jiftyfeet a])art. Through 
the tops of these poles rods of varying 
lengths are run to and coneected Avith 
the ties Avhich support 
the rails, the 
rails tlunnselA'es being outside the sup- 
porting or cantilever

Washington. Nov. 17.—United States 
Consul HuRh Long, at Nogales, Mexico, 
has furnished the state 
department 
particulars of the supposed murder of 
a party of Americans headed by Cap- 
tain Porter by the Seris Indians, on 
Tiburón Island, In the Gulf of Califor- 
nia. According to the statemont made 
to the Mexican customs ofllclals by 
Martin Mendez, master of the sloop 
Otila, Captain Porter sailed from San 
Diego, Cal., with his companions In a 
small 
boat, to engage in collecting 
shells. They left the port of Guayamas 
on Aug. 9, nnder special 
permission 
from the Mexican government, to ex- 
plore the shores and islands of 
the 
gulf. 


The consul says the Island of Tiburón 
Is one of the largest and most pic- 
turesque in the Gulf of California, and 
Is peopled by a most remarkable tribe 
of Indians, who are noted for their 
large size and exti'aordlnary athletics 
on land and water. Those who have 
witnessed their aquatic sports at 
a 
respectful distance declare that many 
of them can actually walk, or rather 
run, upon the water, with no other as- 
sistance than broad rawhide shoes. 


They are. writes the consul, expert 
fishermen 
and huntsmen, having rigid 
ideas as to the maintenance of game 
preserves on their island and limiting i 
the killing of game under severe penal- ' 
ties. 
They destroy all children in In- 
fancy tliat are malformed or appear to 
be lacking In Intelligence.
